‘Trip From Omaha Eastward. 
‘Secretary Wilson Shares 
Honors in Iowa. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 
EDAR RAPIDS (lowa) May 28.— 
During their journey across Iowa, 
President McKinley and the mem. 

bers of his Cabinet spent much of 

their time reading and discussing the 
published reports of the opinions of 
the Supreme Court in the insu!ar cases. 

They were much interested in the way 

the court divided in the two cases. 

The decision in the De Lima case, if 

followed in the Philippines, as it is 

assumed it will be, might result in 
the calling of an extra session of Con- 


gress. 
In the De Lima case, the court de- 
cided that the duties collected on 
Porto Rican goods before Congress en- 
acted the Foraker law were illegal 
and must be refunded. It is presumed 
that the court, following the same 
lines of reasoning, will decide that the 
duties collected on goods from the 
Philippines were also illegal, and that 
goods from the Philippines are sub- 
t to free entry into the United 
ates until Congress acts, as it has 
ready done in the case of Porto 
ico. Such a decision uld mean 
not only the refundin dutics here- 
tofore collected, but uld open the 
ports of the United States to mer- 
chandise and geads of : 
tion from the

It is palpable that importers might 
take advantage of this to ship goods 
into the United States through the 
Philippines. and thus defraud the gov- 
ernment of its revenues. Whether 
the danger from this source is great 
enough to warrant the calling of Con- 
in extra session 
which will be decided 
only after full deliberation. It 
is possible, however, | that this 
danger may have already been ob- 
viated in the enactment of the Spooner 
resolution, delegating temporarily to 
the President the power to govern the 
Philippines. This may be considered 
an act of Congress within the mean- 
ing of the Downes case, affirming the 
constitutionality of the Foraker law. 
But it is a delicate question, and one 
‘which the President and his advisers 
will consider in all its bearings before 
coming to a conclusion. The members 
of the Cabinet decline to discuss the 
subtect for publication. They united 
in a message of congratulation to 
former Atty.-Gen. Griggs, who pre- 


pared and presented the government's 
case to the Supreme Court.

The trip of the Presidential train from 


Omaha eastward today, -across the 
State of Iowa, was practically without 
incident. It was made over the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, and to avoid 
the crowds at the stations, engines and 
train crews were changed a few miles 
from the end of each division. Few, 
stops were made, but the train was 
slowed up at the principal towns and 
cities, and the President appeared on 
the rear-platform. This is Secretary 
Wilson's home State, and he shared 
the honors with the President today. 

At Tama, where Mr. Wilson formerly 
resided, there was a big crowd to greet 
them both, but no stop was made. At 
Marshalltown, the local G.A.R. Post 
was lined up in the station. 

Mrs. McKinley's condition has con- 
tinued to show steady, but no rapid 
improvement since she left San Fran- 
cisco. She is gaining some strength, 
and the President is much encouraged, 
She has not yet left her-couch, how- 
ever. Dr. Rixey does not desire to 
have her tax her strength, but he per- 
mits her to sit up in bed most of the 
day. The President is at her side much 
of the time. At the place where the 
Chicago and Northwestern crosses the 
Des Moines River, over the new Boone 
viaduct, said to be the kngest and 
highest double-track structure in the 
world, the train was haltéd for ten 
minutes, to permit the photographer 
with the party to take’ several group 
pictures of the President, Cabinet 
members and newspaper men. 

The train is due to reach Chicago 
about 3 o'clock tomorrow morning. It 
will not run into the station, but will 
be switched to the tracks of the Penn- 
syivania Railroad in the outskirts of 
the city and proceed ¢irect to Wash- 
ington. 

At Canton tomorrow. a stop of 
twenty or thirty minutes wl be made 
to permit some of the relatives and 
friends of the President and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley to come

PORTO RICAN REGRETS. 
MERCHANTS ALL DISAPPOINTED. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

SAN JUAN (Porto Rico.) May 28,— 
[By West Indian Cable.] The first re- 
port of the Supreme Court's decision in 
the De Lima case reached here last 
night, and was interpreted as declaring 
the taxation of imports from Po:to 
Rico to the United States as being un- 
constitutional was received here with 
great satisfaction. Today, when the fu!] 
report of the De Lima case was pub- 
lished, there was evidenced a general 
feeling of disappointment among Porto 
Rican merchants, who. had hoped that 
the court’s decision would give them a 
year's free trade. Porto Ricans are 
reluctant to believe that today’s full 
report is true. 

The consensus of opinion of the rfat- 
ter seems to be that the Porto Rican 
Legislature should be convened in ex- 
tra session to declare Porto Rico seif- 
supporting without the collections of 
customs on exports between Porto Rico 
and the United States. A general spirit 
of complaint that all the Supreme 
Court's decisions were against Porto 
Rico is noticeable... When San Juan 
jetties were questioned on the sub- 


ject;4they manifested much regret at 
the outcome, as they had hoped to have 
refunded all the moneys paid under the 
'16 per cent. application of the Dingley 
duties. It was expected that 
\the court's decisions would grant J’orto 
‘Rico free trade, and her citizens full 
citizenship and constitutional _ privi- 
leges. 

When told that if the latter privilege 


laws of the United States would be 
applied to the islands, and that all 
funds and customs thereunder co.le7t d 
would be deposited in the Federal tre _s- 
ury,. all Porto Ricans questioned in the 
matter acknowledged that this would 
be bad, and that their present status

tempted, woull necersitate an even 
heavier property tax for the mainte- 
nance of Porto Rico. 

Only a few Porto Rican business men 
understand the importance of the Su- 
preme Courts’ decisions. Those who 
are bankers predict an immediate re- 
vival of business, now that the status 
of the country has been decided. The 
manager of an important bank, \ who 
requests that his name be not used, 
says that he is in favor of the tariff 
unless it is absolutely proved that 
Porto Rican internal revenues are suf- 
ficient for the island’s needs. 

The J. T. Silva Banking Company 
said: “The whole thing is a flasco.,. We 
would like to be citizens of the United 
States, but without the application of 
United States intconal revenue collec- 
tions. The latter would kill our in- 
dustries.” 

‘The Fritze-Lundt Company, who are 
the largest shirpers of sugar in Porto 
Rico, said: “The Conetitution of the 
United States applies when against us, 
but not when in our favor. This 7.as 
always heen so, since the beginning. 
If the tariff had been removed at first, 
Porte Rico would now have double 
crops. The American system of taxa- 
tion cannot be applied here; there 
should be some sensible tax on flour 
and rice, but sugar should be free. 
This legislation appears to he for 
Americans and against Porto Ricans.” 

Mullenhoff & Korber, a large bank- 
ing house, said: “This is a big step 
forward. Spain would not have re- 
turned anything. It would be a hard 
blow if the internal revenues of the 
United States were applied here.” 

W. L. Marr, manager of a tig sugar 
plantation, said: “The distinction is 
too fine to understand. The tariff 
should cease When the Hollander bill 
comes into full force; July 1, other- 
wise we will be under practically 
double taxation. Our legislature has 
been lax. It should have notified the 
President that Porto Rico is self-sup- 
porting’ I cannot see now that the 
matter is settled, much improvemen 
will tae place in the future.” 

By agteement with New York houses, 
many Porto Rican shippers will receive 
half of the amounts refunded under 
the new deécision. 

The people, generally. are as much 
disappointed at not being grant:d 
American citizenship, as they are in 
regard to the court's decision on the 
tariff. The members of the Cabinet 
seem to favor free trade. The island's 
yearly budget is $2,000,000. A zh 
semi-official estimate gives an income 
of $500,000 a year from the property 
tax: $750,000 for excise collections un- 
der the Hollander bill, and $750,000 
from customs collections on imports 
and exports to and from countries 
other than the United States. The 
property tax will be in force July 1 
and essessments will be made on aa 


Porte Ricans are generaliy of the. 
opinion that their Legislature should 
now act. It le understood that Gov. 
Allen is giving his earnest considera- 
tion to the practicability of securing 
at an early date, free trade relations , 
between Porto Rico and Germany. 

As a result of the consultations in 
Washington between Gov. Allen and 
President McKinley. Mr. Holland _r 
will. in a few days, submit a report 
to Gov. Allen showing the operations 
of the former's new revenue act, from 
which it will appear that expectations 
are entertained as to the adequacy of 
the measure. It has been fully reol- 
ized that the insulor treasury is 
rapidly approaching a position wrere 
it can dispense with the customs re- 
céeipts accruing from trade with the 
United States, without, in any wire 
endangering the present secure finan- 
clal position of the island. By the 
provision of section 3 of the Foraker 
bill. free trade becomes operative 
whenever the Porto Rican Legisiature 
passes a resolution that an adequate 
system of insular taxation has been 
put into operation, and President Mc- 
Kinley upon notification of this reso- 
lution is to proclaim free trade for 
Porto Rico. If the plan now contcm- 
Plated is carried out, Gov. Allen will 
convene the Legislatpre in extra ses. 
sion. solely for the purpose of passing 
this resolution. This action will prob- 
ably be taken July 2% at which time 
the Hollander ‘bill will have been in 
force for nearly one month and it 
is probable that free trade will be de- 
clared in October. - 

OFFICIALS INTERESTED. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—I.M.} 

WASHINGTON, May %.—The ad- 
ministration officials displayed a keen 
interest in the reports from San Juan 
showing the manner in which jhe de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court in the 
insular cases were received in Porto 
Rico. They are not surprised at the 
disappointment expressed, as they 
realize that the islanders would pre- 
fer free trade with the country rather 
than a continuation of the imposition 
of the 15-per-cent. of the  Dingley 
rates. The operations of the Hollandr 
bill providing a scheme of internal 
taxation will be carefully watched he.e 
and the hope is expressed that this 
will be adequate for the purposes for 
which it is intended. It is expected 
that President McKinley will obey the 
provisions of the Fdoraker law. anf 
proclaim free trade when the Porto. 
Rican Leg'slature declaris an adequste 
system of insular. taxation-is opera- 
tice. The Foreaker act is mandatory 
on this subject. 

WAR DEPARTMBNT TARIFF.

MINERS’ FEDERATION GROWING.

DENVER, May 28.—The convention 
of the Western Feleration of Miners 
will not get down to doing things be- 
fore tomorrow. All of today will be 
consum-1 in straightening out the cre- 
dentials and settling delegations, read- 
ing the reports of officials and of com.- 
mittees. 

In his annual address, President 
Royce congratulated the organization 
on its prosperity. He called attention 
to the fact that twenty-seven new 
unions had been added to the feteration 
during the year. embracing a total of 
8000 men. In all there were 50.000 mem.- 
bers of the federation and the work ac- 
complished during the last year showel 
they were good men. 

In speaking ofthe Cocur d'Alene 
mining trouble, Boyce said that pro- 
prietors were blacklisting the men, and 
that miners now had to get a permit 
in order to go to work. He declared 
this systom was an outrage on Amer- 
ican liberty and said that blacklisting 
men for labor troubles was worse than 
a relic of the middle ages. To meet 
this method on the part of some em- 
ployers, Boyce advocated a more 
progressive policy in. organizing the 
different uniong of the body. More 
numerical strength, he declared, 
should be obtained anid the members 
should make progress in education and 
the study of economic questions.

He expressed 
the opinion that the decisions of the 
court would make Philippine legisia- 
tion absolutely necessary in the com- 
ing session of Congress. He also was 
tlearly of the opinion that under the 
Spooner law, the President had abso- 
lute power to provide for a revenue, 
both customs and internal, for the 
Philippine Islands in the general 
scheme for the Philippine government. 
Another suggestion made by Senators, 
previous to the time when it was sup- 
posed that a decision in the Philippine 
case would be rendered by the court 
similar to the De Lima case in Porto 
Rico, was that an export duty on goods 
coming from the Philippines to the 
United States could be levied in order 
to prevent free trade from thevislands 
to the United States. Any such neces- 
sity will be obviated, however, by the 
determination of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to continue to collect Dingley 
rates on Philippine products and goods 
coming from the islands. : 

Figures were furnished at the War 
Department showing the collections 
from the Philippines. From April 11, 
1899, to February 28, 1901, there were 
collected on goods imported from the 
United States into’ the Philippines 
$1,012,925. During the same period 
there were collected on exports from 
the Philippines to the United States 
$196,149. 

From April 11, 1899, until April 12, 
1900, the date of the passage of the 
Foraker law, the collections on im- 
porte from the United States to Porto 
Rieo were $436,237. 

It ts believed that the War Depart- 
ment will promulgate a tariff for the 
Philippines soon. The Philippine Com- 
mission, together with officers § in 
charge of the customs of the islands, 
has prepared a provisional! draft for a 
new Philippine tariff, which was pub- 
lished In March. That draft has been 
undergoing a number of modifications 
at the War Department and is still re- 
celving consideration. The following 
statement is made concerning the pro- 
posed tariff and what is being done at 
the War Department: 

“The tariff, as prepared at Manila, 
was based entirely upon the specific 
system of duties which levies customs 
charges according to weight or sum- 
ber of the imported articles, rather 
than according to value. This prin- 
ciple has the approval of Secretary 
Root, but it te theught destrable to 
apply an ad valorem limit to certain 
cases where there le a wide difference 
between the values of articles classified 
under the same paragraph. The specific 
duties will be retained tn most of 
these cases, but it will be providel 
that the articles shall pay not less 
than a certain ad valorem rate. The 
ad valerem rate on the necessaries of 
life and articles essential to the de- 
velopment of the islands will not run 
higher than 15 per cent., Dut upon ar- 
ticles less necessary it will rise to 20 
per cent., and in the case of luxuries 
to higher proportions. In such cases, 
the specific duty will first be assessed; 
the value of the article will then be 
estimated, and it will be determine. 
whether the amount of the specific 
duty is as much as the ad valorem 


limit.” 

If the amount of the specific duty 
falls below the ad valorem a 
sufficient amount will be added to 
bring the net duties up to the limit. 
If the specific duty is higher than the 
ad valorem limit, it will be collected 
in full. without reference to euch a 
limit. It “~ believed that this meth .d 
of asscess..g the .duties will obviate 
the objections made by the Philippine 
commission to amy ad valorem dutics, 
upon the ground that they. would af- 
ford temptation to undervaiuation, and 
be difficult to fix in the absence of 
competent experts in the customhouse 
at Manila. 

The effect of any practicable degree 
of undervaluation under the system 
proposed would be trifling upon the 
net duties paid, and not worth the 
riek of seeking to defraud the revenue. 
Absolute accuracy in valuation wili be 
less important, moreover, than under 
the American tariff, and the proposed 
system in the nature of the case will 
tend to equalize differences arising un- 
der the system of purely specific 
duties. even if the equalization is not 


perfect. 

The limit of 15 per cent. will apply 
to a great variety of articles under 
tre metal schedule, which it was found 
impossible to distribute under specific 
duties. Tools and implements, cute y, 
needles, pens, miccelianeous manufac- 
tures of tron and steel and of zinc, 
copper and nicke! will be required to 
poy duties of not less than 15 per cent. 
In all these cases, the specific duty 
will be collected. whether it amounts 
to 15 per cent. or more, but where it 
falls below 15 per cent. ad valorem, 
an estimate of the value of the arti- 
cles will be made and the amount of 
duty raised to 15 per cent. ad valorem. 
Plate glass end mirrors will be re- 
quired to pay not less than 20 per 
cent.. while the limit in the case of 
cit glass, watch glass and similar fine 
products will be fixed at not less than 
30 per cent. 

It is probable that the rate on 
precious stones will be fixed at 15 per 
cent. in order to obviate the tempta- 
tion to smug ing. he rate on nickel 
will probably > higher than fn the 
provisional tar ff prepared at Manila. 

“FALL IN MORAL SCALE.”

LONDON, May 29.—The Daily News, 
which comments upon the decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court in the 
insular cases “perhaps the most mo-' 
mentous which this tributal was ever 
called upon to make,” regards them as 
a “curious issue to 120 years of. tri- 
umphant democracy,” and says:

‘The decisions have extricated Prest- 
dent McKinley from an uncommonly 
awkward position; but it is a lamenta- 
ble, head'ong fall in the moral scale, 
and a turning of the back on what has 
been the special glory and distinction 
of the United States in erder to join 
in the barbaric scramble for the waste 
places of the earth.” 

“CONFUSING” BUT “CLEARING.”

LONDON, May 2%.—The London 
‘newspapers have paid scant attention 
te the decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in the insular cases.

NEW YORK, May” 28.—Frederic RK. 
Coudert, Jr., who argued the cases of 
De Lima and Downes before the Su- 
preime Court Sala: “This De Lima de- 
cision affects only the duties collected 
on Porto Rican products previous to 
the passage of the Foraker act. We 
have covered the question of duties 
collected since the passage of that act, 
by what is called the Downes case. 
This is an issue which we created to 
test the constiiutionality of the law.” 

Speahing of the De Lima decision. 
Coudert said: “This case, I think I can 
say, is a history-making decision. It 
will Rave a bearing upon the position 
not only of Porto Rico, but o”% the 
Philippines and Hawaii as well. It 
practically means that this govern- 
ment can have no such thing as colo- 
nies in the sense that Great Britain 
has them. Every inch of territory 
over which the flag floats must here- 
after be considered an integral part of 
the Union.” 

Charles Frederick Adams of the law 
firm of Coudert Bros... who prepared 
the case of De Lima, said: “If the 
court says the Foraker act is right.

“The third proposition decided by the 
court, and. the one of supreme impor- 
tence, was ‘that Porto Rico being a ter- 
ritory of the United States, is not a 
part of the United States, but only 
territory belonging to the United States, 
and that it is therefore within the con- 
stitutional power of Congress to sv 
legislate with respect to it, including 
the imposition of tariff duties, as it 
may see fit. In other words, the ef- 
fect of the decision is that the Consti- 
tution does not follow the flag, ani 
that Congress has plenary power un- 
der the Constitution to govern our in- 
sular acquisitions accordingly to ther 
several necessities. The Supreme Court 
goes even further, and says that if 
there were no constitutional provisions 
investing Congress with this power, “it

north of the chamber. Disappointment 
darkened] every face in the chamber 
save the nine faces of those on the 
bench, as Justice McKenna, in a treble 
voice, began to read a decision in some 
ordinary Htigation by direction of 
Chief Justice Fuller, immediately after 
the justices were seated. Justice Mc- 
Kenna, the youngest member of the 
court In point of service, was followed 
by Justice Peckham, the next youngest 
member, who droned out half audibly 
a decision in another caze of no fgen- 
eral interest. 

Bar and spectators were about to de- 
spair of hearing the long-looked-for 
opinion delivered before Justice Peck- 
ham had finished his task, when the 
voice of Justice Brown rang out the 
now familiar title, “De Lima against 
George R. Bidwell, collector.”” The 
crowd then khew that the court was 
ready to deliver its decision in the 
great cases and impatiencé tmmedi- 
ately turned to an eager interest, which 
was marked by a silence that was awe- 
inepiring. Justice Brown had read 
searcely a third of the opinion before 
it became evident that the decision 
was the government. 

In the second opinion read by Justice 
Brown, it was made manifest thatthe 
revers@l of the court below in the De

Consul Covert is authorised to extend 
an invitation to Americans to take 
part. The success that has attended 
the experiment of firing at approach- 
ing halilstorms to prevent their rave! 
ages upon French vineyards has 
prompted steps for a still further ex- 
tension of the use of cannon in agri- 
cultural societies. 

The theory in some quarters prevails 
that it is not the frost itrelf which 
blasts the budding fruit, but the sun's 
rays folowing a night of frost, which 
find the grape, already sensitive from 
the cold, an easy victim to the heat. 
Cannon fired horizintally over vine- 
yards at Asti at sunrise produced in- 
teresting results. A strip of vineyard 
"00 feet wide over which the smoke 
from two cannon had been spread was 
entirely protected from the effects of 
the frost, while the vines on either side 
were badly injured. 

An invasion of grasshoppers is an- 
nounced to occur this summer in 
Southern Algeria, and the cannons’ 
mouths are to be turned against them 
also.

Bates, a private mai! carrier, arrived 
this mornig from Cape Nome, after 
thirty-five days’ traveling, making 
the quickest record in the histcry of 
winter traveling from the far north- 
ern gold camps. He brought out pri- 
vate mail and files of Nome newspa- 
pers extending from November up to 
April 6 He brings the first news of 
Nome since about February 1, when 
the last papers from that section ar- 
rived here. 

The Gold Digger of April 3 states 
that the body: of Hank Stewart has 
been found near the headwaters of 
Fish River, not far from the place 
where the remains of his partner, 
Welch, were discovered. Bo me. 
were frozen to death in the blizzard 
that swept over the Nome country the 

inter. 
Hasmiiton and John McClelland, 
who left Nome early in December on 
the trail of the Barreau party, arrived 
back March 30, after a terrible trip 
of 105 days. They were unable to say 
how severe the cold was, but it was 80 
intense that dogs froze to death in 
harness, and if a man stood for a few 
minutes on the trail he had to fight to 
keep from freezing. When they rea@hed 
Point Blossom the thermometer had 
been frozen two weeks at 50 deg. be- 


ow. 

Hamilton discounts the stories of 
gold that come from the Good Hope 
country. His party was not success- 
ful in finding any, and as far as he 
could learn, the only gold discovered 
there has been on the Reed River. 

W. A. Barreau, Archie Mitchell, 
Robert Crowdy and Al Rhodes reached 
samp the first of the week, after prob- 
ably the hardest trip that four men 
have ever experienced in Alaska. They 
left Nome four months ago and trav- 
eled almost continuously with the 
thermometer for days registering 6 
deg. below zero. 

They reached Point Hope, expecting 
there to secure some more provisions 
to replenish their supplies, but found 
the trading station destitute of every- 
thing but flour, so they had to turn 
back and will attempt to get into the 
country again ty water in the spring. 
The Barreau party nearly lost their 
lives near Elephant Point. They were 
caught in a blizzard and lay for forty- 
eight hours in their sleeping bags with- 
out food or fire, and if the storm had 
continued twelve hours longer all ccr- 
tainly would have. perished. 

After pushing nearly 1000 miles, Dr. 
Francis H. Gambell of the Eaton rein- 
deer station «n the Yukon, arrived at 
Nome on March 30 on his way from the 
Kotzebu Sound, where he had been 
making arrangements for the estab- 
lishment cf a rew government reindeer 
station. 

The steamship City of Seattle ar- 
rived from Skagway this morning with 
fifty passengers: On Friday mofninge 
the only obstruction to free navigat'o. 
on the Yukon Riv between Lake 
Bennett and Doewson wae an ire ja 
which stopped the steamers at. Hell 
Gate. It was thought that the river 
would be cleared by Sunday. The 
water is still lower and at several 
places is fro shallow as to almost pre- 
vent navigation.

countrymen to consult Estee on ail 
matters of political intccests. 
Vice-Speaker Beckley of the Ha- 


walilan House cf Reprementatives said. 
before leaving here for his home, that 
Estee\ was the choice of the majority 
of Hewailans for Governor, but that 
in the memorial to Presijent 
McKinley asking Dole’s ous:‘ing 
from the Governorehip, they had re- 
frained from naming any successor, 
believing it might injure their appeal. 

Judge Estee was appointed Federal 
Judge of Hawaii by the President 
shortly after Hawaii became a Terri- 
tory.

In the matter of the city ordinance 
, Which Police Justice Morgan recently 
declared invalid, prohibiting the in- 
discriminate use of the public parks 
for speechmaking purposes, the fact 
should steadily be borne in mind that 
. the inhibition contained in the ordi- 
mance in no wise assails the right of 
free speech. That right or privilege is 
not involved in the controversy. 

The blatherskites who, have made 
Central Park uncomfortable for a great 
majority of the public are attempting 
to make it appear that some of their 
fundamental! rights have been invaded. 
They are seeking to pose as martyrs, 
and -in that role they hope to excite 
public sympathy. No person should 
permit himself or herself to be misled 
on this question. There has been no 
invasion of the freedom of speech. 
There will be none. There is probably 
not a man in Los Angeles who desires 
to see the freedom-of speech restricted, 
im any true or reasonable sense of the 
term. 

It is simply a question of the legit- 
imate use of the public parks. These 
parke are for the people—for all the 
people—even for the blatherskites and 
mountebanks who have made 
sances.of themselves by misusing their 
right, held in common with al] other 
classes and conditions of people, to 
use the parks for pleasure grounds— 
which is the only legitimate and proper 
use that can be made of the public 
parks. These tin-horn orators of the 
Wilshire stripe prate about their 
“rights” in regard to the use of the 
parks, forgetful of the fact that the 
great body of the public have rights 

well as this insignificant but nolsy 

/ wainority. Wilshire and his coterie of 

_ @ranks have the same rights in the 
public parks—if they. behave them- 
selves—as other people have—no more, 
no less. And no man or set of men 
ean havé a moral right to monopolize, 
or to use in their own behalf or ad- 
vantage, a public institution or resort. 

Like the streets of the city, the parks 
are for the use of the entire public as 
a pleasure ground. To the City Coun- 
cil is committed by law the duty of 
regulating the use of the parks and of 
preserving them for the purposes .to 
which they are dedicated. The Council! 

‘would be derelict in its duty if it 
failed to enact suitable ordinances for 
the proper contro] and regulation of 
the public use of the parks. The Coun- 
cll not only has the right. but it is the 
clear duty of the Council, to prohibit 
the use of the parks for purposes of 
public assemblage and speechmaking. 
The decision of Justice Morgan did not 
question this right and duty of the 
Council. The ordinance was declared 
inoperativ€ unon a slender though 
Perhaps sufficient technicality—upon 
the ground that the Council could not 
delegate to an executive board the 
power to prohibit, or to permit, the 
use of the parks for the purpose men- 
tioned. This point is probably well 
taken; a. higher judicial authority 
might sustain it—or might not. 

But should the point raised by Jus- 
tice Morgan be sustained, it would not 


follow that the parks would have to be | 


given over to Wilshire and his blath- 
erskite \crew. Justice Morgan's ¢e- 
cision means nothing of the kind. All 
attempts to read into it any such 
‘meaning are absurd and dishonest. for 
there is absolutely no such meaning in 
his words. 
The gang of band-ctand statesmen | 
who have infested Central Park can 
g° elsewhere to do their talking, and 


no complaint will be made, provided ¥ 


they do not interfere with the rights 
of the general public. Should they ob- 
struct the public streets, they would 
prevent the legitimate use of the same, 
just as they prevent the legitimate use 
of the parks by holding thelr pow- 
wows in them, to the annoyance, dis- 
gust and deprivation of the rights of 
people who go there to enjoy rest and 
quiet.

EMOCRACY DONE WITH ISMS. 

One of the leading Democrats of 
A na, whose name is withheld for’ 
obvious reasons, in conversafion with 
a representative of The Times recently, 
expressed the idea that the Democratic 
party is done with Bryan, with Pop- 
ulism, with communism, and with free 
silverism. “Bryan,” said he, “has 
never represented the Democratic 
party—he has, rather, dominated it. He 
has represented an idea of free silver, 
which pervaded the West only, and 
was in nq sense a national movement, 
and in no sense a Democratic idea. 
The old Democratic party has always 
been a party of hard money and good 
money. Mr. Bryan and his followers 
simply secured control of the Demo- 
cratic party in 1896, and have since 
arrogated to themselves the name of 
Democracy. I think the Democratic 
party in 1904 will go back to the prin- 
ciples of Jefferson, Jackson, Tilden 
and Cleveland, and will have nothing 
more to do with isms. I do not believe 
that Mr. Bryan will either secure the 
nomination for himself or be able to 
dictate the nomination for any other 
person. My idea is that Arizona will 
fall in line and will drop the question 
of silver in party politics entirely, and 
that the party will have no trouble in 
securing a delegation to the next na- 
tional convention that will support 
such men as Gorman and Hill, and 
other men of Hke reputation in the 
party, who have always been in line of 
pure Democracy.” 

The Arizona man is probably not al- 
together a false prophet. At all events, 
it is to be hoped that he is not. While 
it would be desirable, from a strictly 
Republican point of view, for our op- 
ponents to renominate Pryan in 1904, 
and to reindofse the Chicago platform, 
with all its isms, angles and obliqu!- 
ties, such action from the standpoint 
of Americanism would be in, the last 
degree undesirable. From the Demo- 
cratic standpoint, it would simply bea 
case of political suicide. 

The only hope for the Democratic 
party lies along the lines of thorough 
reorganization, upon a safe, liberal, 
progressive, and patriotic basis. Polit- 
ical narrowness, fanaticism and fault- 
finding will never win a national vic- 


other party. The American people are 
too wide awake, too progressive and 
too optimistic to place in power a 
‘party whose creed is based upen mere 
negations, whose confession of faith is 
steeped in pessimism, whose spirit Is 
reactionary, and whose doctrines area 
menace to the nation’s prosperity. Of 


such ideas, the American people will 
have none. The party and the men to 
whom they intrust the affairs of the 
national government must keep in the 
van of pragress. 

There will be a strong movement in 


Arizona to knock out the free-silver 
plank, and several other planks of the 
sort which Mr. Bryan would insist 
upon having in the platform jif he were 
dictating its terms. The indications 
are that this movement will be suc- 
cessful. And the movement will not 
by any means be confined to the Terri- 
tory of Arizona. It will, unless pres- 
ent indications fail, take on national 
proportions long before the holding of 
another national Democratic conven- 
tion. For the good name of the Democ- 
racy, it is to be hoped that the move- 
ment will be successful.

In his testimony given befcre the 
Interstate Commerce Commission at 
“Washington a few days ago, Paul Mor- 
ton, vice-president of the Santa F6

asked whether the railroad companies 
did not have it in their power to shut 
off this competition by buying out the 
steamboat company that is operating 
around Cape Horn. To this Mr. Mor- 
ton replied that they might probably 
be able to do so, but that this would 
merely be an incentive to some other 
company to build a new fleet of mer- 
chant boats, better than the earlier 
ones. He added: . 
“The new line of steamers between 
New York and San Francisco is a suc- 
cess. You cannot shut off successful 


steps into his place, and the process 
goes on indefinitely. 
“There is no telling what the people 
f California will do when they get to 
dotne. They are an energetic lot, and 
ey have the facilities out there now 
for building all the boats they want in 
any kind of business.

According to this deci- 
sion, the first judicial deliverance of 
a State court of last resort deciding the 
precise point, the publication of a let- 
ted dictated and typewritten contain- 
ing libelous matter is legally complete, 
although its contents have not been 
made known to any person other than 
the stenographer. e court ruled: 

“Neither the prevalence of any busi- 
ness customs or methods, nor the pres- 
sure of business which compels resort 
to stenographic assistance, can make 
that legal which is illegal, nor make 
that innocent which would otherwise 
be actionable. Nor can the fact that 
the stenograph«r is under contractual 
or moral obligation to regard all his 
employer's communications confi- 
dential alter the reason of the matter.” 

Under the ruling publicity within the 
meaning and intent of the libel law 
of Maryland is sufficiently accom- 
plished when the objectionable matter 
je dictated to the stenographer. The 
libel is “published” under such cir- 
cumstances as fully for legal purposes 
as though it were printed in a news- 
paper and published broadcast. No 
case presenting the same facts 4ap- 
pears to have been before the courts of 
any other State for adjudication. In 
view of the universal use of stenogra- 
phers as confidential secretaries, it is 
important that the decision should be 
widely published.

JUDGSHIP FIGHT. 
Demurrer Overruled ty Judge Shaw 
in the Quo Warranto Case Against 
Judge Camptell of San Bernardino, 
Recount of Ballots Proper. 


Another step has been taken in the 
noted “tie” fight over the 


between B. F. Bledsoe, Esq., 
and Judge John L. Campbell (Rep. 
incumbént, both of whom were candl- 
dates for the place at the last general 
election. The fight is now on in the 
courts, with tooth and nail. Judge 
Shaw of this city, sitting in the San 
Bernardino court, is trying the issues 
involved. He handel down an opin- 
ion yesterday, overruling a demurrer, 
that is a victory for Mr. Bledsce. 

In brief, the ruling is to the effect 
that Mr. Bledsoe is entitled to @ re- 
count of the vote of last election. 

As s00n as the returrs of the board 
canvassing the election showed that 
there was a tie vote for Superior Judge, 
and no person was certified as elected, 
Mr. Bledsoe took steps to begin que 
warranto proceedings against Judge 
Campbell to settle the dispute that 
arose. After considerable delay, per- 
mission was granted by the Attorney- 
General that Mr. Bledsoe should bring 
suit in the name of the people. Suit 
was accordingly begun on April 15. Mr. 
Bledsoe, as relator, pr plaintiff, alleged 
in his complaint th&t. notwithstanding 
the tie returns of the canvassing board, 
he cid, in fact, receive the highest 
vote and was elected to succeed Judge 
Campbell, whose term regulariy ex- 
fred on January 7, 191. Mr. Bledsoe, 
owever, did not receive any notice 
of his election nor any commission, and 
he did not take or file the oath of of- 
fice within fifteen days after January 
7, nor at any other time. 

THE CHIEF POINT. 

The point most earnestly urged by 
the defendant in support of his de- 
murrer to the complaint is that, inas- 
much as the relator did not take, the 
cath of office, he never was qualified 
to hold the office, @nd there was a“va- 
cancy in the term for which he was 
elected: that this vacancy would begin 
on January 22, 1901; that the defend- 
ant, being the incumbent of the former 
regular term, holds over, as provided 
in-law, until a legal successor has 
legally qualified. An office becomes va- 
cant upon the neglect of the person 
elected to file his official oath within 
the time prescribed by law. When no 
notice of election has been given, fhe 
oath of office must be taken, sub- 
scribed and filed before the exptration 
of fifteen days from the commence- 
ment of the term. 

After quoting many authorities on 
the point raised, Judge Shaw, in his 
opinion, says: 

“It must then be determined whether 
or not section 907 of the Political Code 
requiring an officer-elect to file his oath 
of office before the expiration of fifteen 
deys after the commencement of the 
term, applies to the case of one who 
was actually elected, but who was not 
declared elected, and who has received 
no commission or notice of election, 
because of the fact that the board of 
election by mistake, declared that the 
result of the vote waa\e tie between 
him and the opposing candidate. 

SIMILAR MICHIGAN CASE. 

“In People vs. Mayworm, 5 Mich., 146, 
the law, the facts and the form of the 
action were substantially the’ same as 
in the case at bar. The court in that 
case says: 

“*We think the directions as to time 
are not fairly epplicable to a person 
to whom the election board refuses a 
certificate, but can only apply to the 
person declared elected by the board. 
Their finding is prima facle sufficient 
to authorize a recognition by the va- 
rious authorities of the candidate 
whom they decide to be elected. It 
would be a very harsh rule to apply 
the legal disabilities to a person who 
cannot, by reason of the default of the 
inspectors, secure his rights. The ob- 
ject of our election laws requires us 
to afd, and not to obstruct. one who 
receives the popular vote for an elec- 
tive office. And in our view, the stat- 
ute regulating proceedings on informe- 
tions of this kind, settles the law on 
this subject. Section 5295, Compiled 
jaws, provides that if judgment is.ren-

The statute of va- 
eancies, if susceptible of the construc- 
tion urged against the relator, would 
clash with the section just referred to. 
By construing them together, and not 
extending the disability to a pefson 
who has been refused his certificate, 
we give the law a meaning more con- 
sistent with justice. They are parts of 
the same statute (being contained In 
the original revision of 1846,) and both 
provisions must be made operative.’ 
“Our own statute, section 806, C.C.P., 
declares that if the judgment be in 
favor of a relator in an action, like the 
present, ‘he will be entitled, after tak- 
ing the oath of office and executing 
such official bond as may be required 
by law, to take upon himself the ex- 
ecution of the office.’ This brings the 
case exactly within the decision in 
People vs. Mayworm. I am therefore 
cf the opinion that the provisions of 
the Politica! Code, requiring such oath 
and declaring the office, vacant for a 
failure to file it in time, do noi apply 
where no person is declared: elected, 
and that in such a case, if the tle vote 
was declared through misiake, neglect 
or wrong, andtin fact there was not an 
equal vote for the two eandidates, the 
person really receiving the highes 
number of votes may be adjudged to 
be the lego! officer in this form of action!

RECOUNT IS PROPER. 

It was furthér contended in the ar- 
gUument on demurrer that the ballots 
canrot te onened and recounted in a 
quo warranto proceeding; that the Po- 
litical Code requires the County Cler 
to keep the pickages of ballots “un- 
opened and tnailtered” for twelve 
months, “after which time, if there is 
not a contest commenced in some 
tribunel Laving jurisdiction about such 


he must burn them and that 


this exception applies only to contest 
proceedings under sections 1111 and 1127 
of the Code of Civil Procedure. 

“The result intended to be brought 
about by this statute,’ says Judge 
Shaw, “was that in any subsequent 
judicial inquiry to determire who was 
actually ele:ted, in any court having 
jurisdiction to go behind the returns, 
the ballots would he preserved ‘un- 
altered’ so- they could be recounted. It 
has been well settled ever since 1865 
that the court had as much authority 
to count the tallots and declare a re- 
eult different from that of the election 
board, in a quo warranto proceeding 
as in a -vontested-election case. No 
reason appears why the Legislature 
should have tntended to discriminate 
©o as to allow a recount In the one 
proceed'ng and not tn the other. Where 
the language used does net forbid it a 
statute should be construed so as to 
barmonize with end best promote the 
object sought by its enactment. The 
clause of section 1265 above quoted 
would, in mv opinion, better convey 
its meaning if it were arranged as fol- 
lows: ‘After which time, if there is not 
a contest -ommenced about such elec- 
tion in some tribunal having jurisdic- 
ticn.’ + And I believe that, keeping in 
view the purpose of this statute, this 
proceeding should be cofisidered, as it 
manifestly often is, a ‘contest about 
such election,’ with'n the meaning of 
these sections, notwithstanding the use 
of some terms apparently indicating a 
narrower construction. 

“My conclusion ts that the ballots 
may te produced and recounted in this 
proceeding.” 

Judge Shaw also holds that ballots on 
which the name of the relator was 
written In the “tlank column” in the 
proper space should have been counted 
for the relator. The fact that hfs name 
was also printed on the ballet in the 
Democratic column as a cand?date for 
the same offce did not justify the re- 
fusal to count these ballots, and it can- 
not be held to be a “distinguishing 
mark.” This ruling apparentiv’§ will 
give Mr. Bledsoe a majority and he will 
be declared elected, if a recount does 
not defeat him. It also seems to the 
court that the persons whose names 
were not on the precinct register in 
use at the precinct should not have 
been, allowed to vote. 

The demurrer for the above reasons is 
overruled and the motion to strike out 
parts of the denied.

TURNER HAS A NEW ONE. 
WHITTIER. May 28.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] The 
latest addition to the producing wells 
in this field is No. & of the Turner ou 
Company, which was put on the pump 
a few days ago, and which is now 
throwing a seventy-five-barrel stream 
of oil.

THE RASCH LAMP. 


New Invention Utilizing Highly Re- 
fractcry Materials—High Luminous 


Efficiency 


{Philadelphia Record:] The utiliza- 
tion of refractory materials, such as 
those best known in connection with 
the construction of the Welsbach 
mantle and the promising Nernst lamp, 
as substitutes for the familiar rods of 
carbon in the are light, is one of the 
latest achievements of electrical 
vestigators. The result of this sub- 

ef- 
ficiency, and probably an improvement. 
in the quwility of the light. as gov- 
erned by the color. The invention Is 
that of a German experimenter, Ewald 
Rasch. The efficiency of the lamp un- 


riously discussed in scientific journals 
whether the efficiency was not actually 
100 per cent.; that is to say, whether 
the energy of the current was not all 
actually transformed into luminous en- 
ergy. It is probable that the luminous 
equivalent of electric enetgy trans- 
formation will have to be revised,. as 


the invention is the utilization of rods 
of highiy-refractory material, such as 
the oxides of magnesium, thorium, 
etc., for the formation of 
These substances are all non- 
conctuctoers, when cold, but are fairly 
good conductors when warm, cons?- 
juently they have to be given a pre- 
liminary heating before the arc is 
sprung. This appears to be the only 
disadvantage of the new lamp. as the 
rods of refractory material are non- 
consuming. and consequently do not 
need renewing, as is the case with car- 
bon rods. This preliminary heatine 
Is effegted by means of an auxiliary 
are of the weual tyne. 

The high luminous efficiency of the 
lamp is due to the great concentration 
f energy at the white , incandescent 
ends of the electrodes, amounting to 
from 20 to #4 watts per square milli- 
meter. The Iimit in this respect is 
only reached when the very high 
melting temperatures of the available 
materiale are reached. 

The .character of the light e 
by the Rasch Iemp ite materiall? dift- 
ferent from that of the Nernst and 
other incandescent lamps, in that the 
spectrum is not continuous, bu con- 
sists of various bands, accordine to 
the composition of the electrodes, or 
conducting rods. Thus. if magnesium 
or zirconia employed, a sun-white 
light is produced, the illumination be- 
ing due not only te the Incandescent 
rods themselves, but to minute particles 
electrolytically transferred from one 
terminal to the other. Ry the use of 
certain materials, such as oxides of 
chromium, or ‘of nickel, lights of 
various colors may be produced, and 
brilliant decorative lighting effects thus 
obtained. 

In regard to the efficiency of the new 
lamp. it is claimed to be from one and 
a half to twice as great as the ordi- 
nary continuous-current* carbon are.

once tue home of a proud Spanish don. 
Eleaded by a bross band, playing the 
Portuguese Hymn, and a courier bear- 
ing a Wand decoration in red, white 
and blue. the procession moved to 
Campodonico’s Hall. Here it Was 
joined by thirty ii te girls and young 
ladies. dressed in pure white. The’ lit- 
tle girls marche! in tront, havin; 
white wreaths on their heads und beui- 
ing baskets of flowers; br.naging up tae 
rear Was a young lady carrying a 
crown and a dove on a cushion. She 
was accompanied by two other young 
ladies, and these three were #sur- 
rounded by four others, bearing wands 
tipped with silver balls. 
fhe line of march was now resumed, 
and followed by a great throng on foot 
and in vehicles, they marched to the 
Catholic Church. The procession was 
resplendent with “Old Glory,’ the Por- 
tuguese flag. Chinese lanterns and ban- 
ners of crimson dnd go.4, emblazoned 
with the cross and crown. . 
At the church high mass was sail by 
the Rev. Father Lynch, at the close of 
which the crovd marched to tne vil- 
vage park, where there was music by 
the band, an address in Portuguese by 
A. Pinbo, and an address in English 
by Assemblyman Warren M. John.

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THE WOMEN’S CLUB . 
MOVEMENT. 


‘\ZV.—WOMEN’S CLUBS AND THE 


SCHOOLS. 
§By Clare Kern Bayliss, chairman of the Edu. 
Gational Committee of the Lilimols Federation 
of Women's Clubs.) 
VERY candid person will admit 
E that the work of women's clubs, 
like the new woman herself, is a 
thing of such recent and repid growth 
@e@ to betray. here and there, traces of 
amatetrishness. It is sometimes not 
well. considered, its promoters are too 
impetuous, or they do it all themselves 
when it would be better to let the 
beneficiaries assist. Especially is this 
Jatter true when the work is for the 
school children in country towns where 
patrons, teachers and clubs may read- 
fly come into touch and coéperate with 
one another and where, with a little 
guidance, the children can by their 
own efforts obtain what they wish. 
' But in making this passing stricture 
permit me to say with Theophrastus 
Such: “Dear blunderers, I am one ot 
you. If I trace your shortcomings and 
failures it is because they are my@own. 
The more intimately I seem to discern 


‘your weaknesses the stronger to me is 


the proof that I share them. How 
otherwise could I get the discernment” 
If club women do not always take 
themselves seriously, if some of their 
enterprises have bloomed and faded 
bearing scanty fruits, they are by nv 
means on that account a class apart 
from the rest of mankind. Indeed, the 
stricture belongs rather to the individ- 
wal than to the class and the multiplic- 
ity of erterprises of unquestioned 
worth which they have originated or 
furthered in the brief period that has 
elapsed since clubs came into existence 
is little less than amazing. 
WORK OF EDUCATIONAL COMMIT- 
- TEES. 


The inte of the clubs in education 
has been prehensively stated by 
one of the educational committees as 


embracing everything which touches 
the life growth and training of the 
child in and out of school; sleep, diet, 
wlothing, play, books and everything 
pertaining to his welfare. Bince noth- 
ing they have begun is yet carried to 
completion, what they may do is best 
told by what they ere already doing. 
Along the legislative line in Illinois, 
for example, they have secured par- 
ental schools where disorderly pupils 
may be coerced for their good without 
demoralizing the regular schools. They 
bave instituted a juvenile court to dis- 
pose of children who have committeed 
their first offense without sending them 
to the reform school to be made worse 
by association with expert offenders. 
They have rescued from factory labor 
children under 14 and have insisted 
upon factory inspection to protect 
them from needless danger to life and 
limb. -They have procured more rigid 
enforcement of compulsory education 
Jaws; have advocated the removal of 
children between the ages of 2 an‘ 16 
from poerhouses, so thet youthful as- 
sociation with the feeble-minded and 
insane might not throw a cloud over 
their whole future lives; and they have 
labored zealously, though thus far un- 
successfully, for an anti-cigarette law 
to prevent children from impairing 
r physical and mental abilities. 
And much more. 
KINDERGARTENS AND MANUAL 
TRAINING. 


The clubs have fostered kindergar- 
tens and nurseries where mothers who 
mre wage earners may leave § their 
babes and little ones, feeling sure that 
they are in better hands than their 
own. 

The evening shool for those who 
toll during the ¢oy and have no other 
opportunity to i.i themselves for more 
lucrative positions and the Saturday 
sewing and cooking classes for girls 
who have no home facilities for learn- 
domestic science are other enter- 
initiated or advanced by club 


women. 

It may be doubted whether domestic 
science and manual training should 
ever have prominent place in the pub- 


- He schools, since any thorough training 


which would fit a girl to take charge 
ofa hold or a boy for the trades 
must necessarily be given aside from 
the mental training of the reguler 
schools; but at least manua! labor in 
the public schools should be carried so 
far as will serve the two purposes of 
bridging the gap between intellectual! 
and physical labor, which is creating 
on the one hand an army of drudge’ 
end on the other a society which scorn? 
toil; and the other purpose of enhanc - 
ing the pupil's capacity for mental ef- 
fort and orderly conduct by giving him 
physical recreation.

One of the most ‘memorable trans-

The star- 
ing windows were covered with shades 
and with daisy-chain curtains made 
by the children. The ugly pulpit from 
which the former teacher had dis- 
pensed learning and threats was re- 
placed by a long. sioping table, at 
which the little ones might rest them- 
felves by standing at their work. 

The older children, who had come 
into this room as into a prison, where 
they were kept in strait-jackets, now 
danced merrily in and welcomed their 
visiting friends as in their own draw- 
ing-room. Even the dirty little tatter- 
temalion who was accustomed to pick 
the pockets of his father's drunken 
guests began to say “Please excuse 
me'—in very grudging. shamefaced 
manner at first—and finally came with 
clean face and new garments to take 
his place among those who deserve to 
be called human. 

For this is what the clubs are doing 
everywhere in the cities—capturing lit- 
tle beasts and making them over into 
human beings. 

In this connection I am reminded of 
the remark of the girl who said that 
the teacher ought to be considered 
part of the school-room decoration; 
and-of that of the boy who, when kept 
after school and reproved for bad con- 
duct, blubbered out: “I don't see how 
you can expect anybody to behave 
when you wear that ugly dress week 
after week.” 

ABOUT CLURS FOR BOYS. 

Every mother of a boy must have 
observed that as they grow older the 
lads who as children used to come 
freely into the house to play with her 
son, become shy and hang around out- 
side whistling for him, but never ven- 
turing to ring the bell and ask for him. 
As children they had no conscious per- 
sonality, were wholly intent on ab-, 
sorbing the universe. But when a hoy 
sees his feet protruding too far below 
his trousers legs and his hands shoot- 
ing out awkwardly beyond his coat 
sleeves he becomes uncomfortably 
aware that he has a bodf and an 
identity. He is no longer a chfld: 
neither is he a man, and he feeds ill at 
ease in the presence of his elders. He 
needs a little wholesome letting alone 


himself and adjusted to the new con-, 
ditions. 

This is the time when wise mothers 
in the clubs hold a consultation to de- 
termine which of them shall turn her 
third-floor dancing hall into a boys’ 


club which they fit up—not with 
“siesy” books and pictures of seraphs— 
but with bearskin rugs, stags’ ak, 


gymnastic apparatus and a big dog to 
join in the sports. 

There ia still the widest latitude for 
work in the line of clubs, reading 
rooms and playrooms for children of 
the tenement districts. We do not ap- 
preciate their hunger for amusement. 
In the tong winter evening there 
should be a clubroom within walking 
distance of every boy and girl whose 
home offers no opportunities for pleas- 
ant and profitable recreation; and there 
are many society halls, school houses 
and churches in these localities stand- 
ing in dumb yet eloquent protest at 


their own idleness.

Workshops, sewing and 
schools, reading and club rooms are 
the recreative necessities of winter 
time. In summer, which is th period 
of maximum physical and minimum 
mental development, the children 
should live out of doors. At this very 
moment when clubs are adjourning 
and schools are closing there is press- 
ing need for activity among city clubs 
in arranging for vacation schools and 
pleygreunds. The city already has 
parks, boulevards, roof gardens and 
ball grounds, but these are for chil- 
dren who can spare 10 cents for car 
fare and are barred from the little 
ones who have greatest need of them. 

In the city slums are thousands of 
children turned loose during the sum- 
mer vacation with no alternative but 
to play in dirty alleys among malodor- 
ous garbage boxes. They never see a 
bit of green sward, their homes are 
unfit for human habitation, the streets 
are no better, the mortality during the 
heated term is frightful. The adulis 
who can do so find their way to the 
parks, remaining there until driven 
out by the police at midnight, During 


first the children held aloof, thinking 


that they would be expected to pay 
for the privile of coming. They 
were accustom to have these build- 
ings and grounds closet to them dur- 
ing vacation.

PORT LOS ANGELES. 


QUARTERS FOR THE PORTO RICANS 
APPARENTLY GOOD. 


Special Arrangements for Keeping the 
Berths Cleansed—A Peep Into the 
Meat Freezing Room—News of Santa 
Monica and Ocean Park. 


SANTA MONICA, May 28.—[{From 
The Times’ Resident Correspondent.) 
The Pacific Mail steamer Colon has 
been moored to the long wharf at Pc. 
Los Angeles to take aboard another | 
lot of Porto Ricans for the Hawalian 
Islands. When they will arrive. ts 
problematical, but it is not likely that 
the steamer will get away with them 
before Friday or Saturday. 

The Colon is apparently prepared in 
the best possible style for the transpor- 
tation of the islanders. "She has ac- 
commodations for 650 of them. A part 
of the upper deck has been housed in 
to provide room for a considerable 
number. of berths, and most of the 
sleeping space is on the deck below. 
The berths are each made with two 
iong pieces of wood with a piece of 
canvas about two and one-half feet 
wide stretched between them. The 
wood pieces fit into sockets g0 ar- 
ranged that the stretcher may be easily 
removed and cleansed. The berths are 
arranged in tiers of three, wh at 
least three perpendicular feet of space 
for each. The passages between the 
rows of berths are four or five feet 
wide. 

The deck on which most of the travel- 
ers will have their berths may be easily

Refrigerated meats are carried 
aboard the ship.

Not 
far from that quantity will be taken 
aboard before the steamer sails from 
Port Los Angeles.

The Japanese Theater, 


Academy:} As a rule, the only 
that fascinate the tourist in 
Japanese play are the quaintness of the 
stage arrangements and the weird un- 
intelligibility of the acting. The stage 
is enormous, and the actors reach it 
by walking through the audience on 
two platforms extending from the back 
of the auditorium to the footlights. 
Properties are removed during the per- 
formance bv attendants in black 
cloaks who are supposed to be invisible. 
As a rule, two long plays are presented 
consecutively, with a tableau between, 
and the performances begin at 10 
in the morning. You leave your shoes 
at one of the many tea houses around 
the theater and enter your box to find 
it supplied with a tobacco box, tea and 
cakes, with luncheon to come, The 
voices on the stage at once strike »¥ 
as hard and artificfiial, and either top 
shrill or too gruff. But the reason 
plain. “The traditional samisen,. 
three-stringed guitar, follows the per- 
former like a curse from start to finish. 
Unless he pitched his voice above or 
below its notes he could not be heard.” 
There is no doubt of the effect on the 
audience. Especially do the wonderful 
facial expressions of the actors work 
upon the women. A rush to the “tear 
room” during a pathetic passage is 
quite common. There the susceptible 
playgoer may weep her heart out in 
comfort. 

As men and women are not allowed 
to appear on the ‘same stage, the fe- 
male parts are taken by men; on the 
other hand, at some theaters, where the 
performers are all women, you may 
see male parts sustained by actresses. 
This is only one among the many con- 
ventions and restrictions which hamper 
the drama in Japan. Another is the 
extraordinary ascendancy of the actor 
over the author. A successful actor is 
the darling of the people, purses are 
thrown at his feet as he walks toward 
the stage, and love letters are sent to 
his dressing room, for “the Japanese 
matinée girl is very susceptible.” He 
may make £5000 in four weeks. The 
author is only one ‘member of a kind 
of committee which devises the play, 
and his remuneration is trumpery.
